The dismissal of Sir Francis 
Aglen, the -Inspector' General of 
the Chinese: Maritime Customs, 
raisea some interesting and vitally 
important points. Strictly . speak- 
ing, of course, the “1.G." is the 
servant of. the -Chinese Govern- 
ment, but as we have long since 
been told-that there is no. Central 
Government exercising ‘power and 
authority in China at the moment, 
the query naturally arises whether |. 
‘Chang Tso-lin, the real ruler in 
Peking, and his associates have 
the right to determine Sir Francis 
Aglen’s - service, That is one 
point. Coming to another; there 
seems little ground ° for doubting 
that' thé dismissal is the result of 
the attitude adopted by Sir Francis 
in regard to the collection of the 
new surtaxes, The Peking Gov-
